Gentlemen, 

I beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  as  to  the 
Sanitary  Condition  of  your  Borough  during  the  year  1918. 


BIRTHS  RND  BERTHS. 

The  births  of  33  males  and  25  females,  6 of  which 
were  illegitimate,  occurred  during  the  year.  The  estimated 
population  for  Birth  Rate  being  4,578,  making  an  average 
of  12*6  per  1,000  persons  living,  compared  with  17 *7  the 
Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  of  37  males  and  33  females  occurred. 
The  population  for  death  being  estimated  at  4,086,  makes 
an  average  of  17*1  per  1,000  persons  living,  compared  with 
17*6  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


Eight  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
occurred,  all  due  to  non-preventable  causes,  an  average  of 
137*9  per  1,000  births. 


NOTIFIABLE  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Seven  cases  of  Tuberculous  Diseases  were  notified. 
Seven  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  these  causes. 


CANCER. 

Three  cases  of  Cancer  proved  fatal  during 

the  year. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  and  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

One  case  of  Erysipelas  was  notified. 


MEASLES. 

Seventy-three  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the 
year  from  seventy-three  separate  homes.  This  disease  was 
very  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Two 
deaths  occurred. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM, 


Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified.  An  Attendant 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  no  doubt  contracted  from  a patient 
admitted  from  Pidley. 


INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  was  present  during  the  whole  year,  but 
assumed  an  epidemic  form  in  July,  and  a more  virulent 
form  in  November  and  December,  in  this  later  outbreak 
seventeen  deaths  occurred. 

The  disease  attacked  the  industrial  classes  and  children 
principally. 

The  Schools  were  closed,  and  children  were  prevented 
from  attending  the  Cinema. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Five  samples  of  Milk  were  sent  for  analysis.  Two 
samples  were  genuine,  two  water  was  added,  and  one  was 
deficent  of  milk  fat.  The  \'Tendors  of  these  samples  were 
convicted  and  fined. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

I hope  steps  will  soon  be  taken  to  put  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  a proper  footing,  and  to  make  it  more  generally 
useful.
